I request space in the Crusader | 
to explain my conduct at the Town 
Meeting at Villanova Hall on the 
opening night, March 12. For sever- 
al days before this meeting I had 
many telephone calls from respon- 
sible citizens of this Town, com- 
plaining bitterly over the instantan- 
cous appointment of a local citizen 
as temporary Town Manager and a 
statement purportedly coming from 
him that he would immediately 

“make all appointments and that his 
appointments would stick” despite 
any permanent manager who might 
follow him.” 

During these days I heard nearly 
a hundred angry comments and dis- 
cussions on this subject in the Post 
Office, barber shop, restaurant, 
First National and Economy Stores 
and in two filling stations, 

The concensus of these discus- 
sions was an attitude of condemna- 
tion against the Board of Selectmen 
and against the temporary mana- 
ger. All seemed to believe that 
“temporary” might easily be for five 
years or better and that a clever 
practice was going to supplant jus- 
tice and the spirit of the charter. 

All who talked With me pleaded 
with me to take the stand and re- 
present them and assured me that 

“they would back me ‘to the limit.” 

I took the stand accordingly and 
offered an amendment to cut the 
salary from $6,000 to $1.00 per year 
until a real fully qualified mana- 
ger was appointed, 

Of all the loud-mouthed malcon- 
tents and gossip mongers who spur- 
red me on to represent them, not 
one rose to his feet to aid 4 fight. 
When the vote was called I voted 
yes entirely alone against a chorus 
of Nos that could have been heard 
one-half mile away.
